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EXIT BRIEFING The exit briefing is the time to summarize everything that occurred
during the inspection.

Take as much time as necessary during this opportunity to: 
C discuss the noncompliant items in detail with the licensee or

facility representative 
C assess his/her understanding of the problem(s) 
C discuss what he/she may do to correct the problem, if asked 
C make sure that licensee/representative understands what is

expected of him/her
C educate him/her about animal welfare and the AWA

regulations and standards

The exit briefing includes, but is not limited to:
C presenting the licensee or facility representative with a copy

of the inspection report
C reading the inspection report with the licensee/facility

representative
C reviewing the details of the inspection report
C answering questions
C obtaining signatures
